“As it now seems,” the health of­ 
ficial’s letter read, “the city hall 
will rem ain with us a t least until 
after the duration of the present 
conflict. The board of health e arn ­ 
estly requests th a t city council take 
the necessary steps to render the 
city jail sufficiently sanitary for 
hum an occupaton.

The cm l* revolving 
about 
Britain's 
offer 
of 
dominion status, which involves H industan's support 
of the war effort, ha* developed another difficulty— 
the N ationalist insistence on democratization of the 
states under the native prince*. 
If you were looking for example* of the antiU ieau 
of democracy you would find it among these be­ 
jeweled potentates whose wealth is so great th at some 
of them don’t know Just how rich they are. 
This 
isn t, however, true of ail of them «there are close 
to Ak) princes and chiefs ) 
There are the two kinds of rulers One is repre­ 
sented by the young m aharajah whom I encountered 
in India a wastrel who used to get enthusiastic cm 
cham pagne and chase jackals across country in a 
Heils Roy ce 
The other is m agnificently represented by such 
men a* the late Cack war cl Baroda, who was widely 
known in this country. He was wholly wrapped up rn 
h e welfare of his people, and created a model state 
Now comes along Pandit Nehru, powerful political 
leader oi the Ail-India congress, and declare* opposi­ 
tion to any plan for H industan which excludes fire 
peoples of the state* under the prince* 
Mr 
Nehru 
would have all the states ruled by a people's govern- j 
m ini, w ithin structure of federal India 
If you and I were proud Indian princes, possessed . 
of riches and prerogative* which had come down to 1 
us through the centuries, 
how would we feel 
about I 
being deprived of them ’ 
We can understand the feeling of the m aharajah j 
H* Just doesn't care for the idea of constitut.otval J 
government and the cutting off of
